Th«  organlMtlon  for  weather  In  headquarters  of  the  Axay  Air  Forces  during 
World  War  II  was  unlike  the  usual  staff  section  in  that  it  Included  large  units 
perforaing  research,  ooq;>illng  olinatio  Infonnatlon  and  intelligence,  preparing 
translations,  and  making  operational  forecasts.  As  a  resiilt  several  thousand 
technical  documents  on  weather  and  climate  were  prepared  there  in  this  period. 

Many  of  these  docuaents  were  published  and  given  considerable  dissemination  but 
no  eonqplete  list  even  of  these  was  ever  published.  References  to  then  still 
appear  in  the  literature  and  there  are  frequent  inquiries  about  them.  Kany  more 
docximents  were  not  reproduced  nor  generally  disseminated  but  are  available  in 
the  files  of  Air  Weather  Service.  The  files  are  regrettably  no  longer  complete. 

Of  the  material  on  hand  or  known  to  exist,  a  selection  is  catalogued  here.  The 
selection  was  made  to  eliminate  very  trivial  items  and  climatological  reports 
lacking  in  any  original  contribution  or  special  historic  value. 

It  is  indicated  in  the  lists  where  certain  reports  issued  during  1942-45  were 
redesignated  later  (194^51)  cs  Air  Weather  Service  Technical  Reports  or  Special 
Studies.  Only  the  copies  of  these  items  that  were  thereafter  Issued  from  Air 
Weather  Service  stocks  or  from  the  Armed  Services  Technical  Information  Agency 
are  narked  with  the  redesignated  nuid>er8.  Some  of  these  redesignations  have  now 
been  rescinded. 

Lists  of  Amy  Air  Forces  Manuals  and  War  Department  TM's,  FM's  and  TB's  on 
meteorology  and  metaozx>logically-used  equipment  are  given  in  an  Appendix  because 
these  were  doctu&ents  published  by  the  headquarters  even  thotigh  they  were  mostly 
prepared  by  field  activities. 

No  stock  of  any  of  these  items  is  available,  except  for  a  few  of  those 
redesignated  as  AWS  Technical  Reports.  Items  for  which  an  ATI  or  AD  number  is 
cited  can  be  obtained  by  military  activities  and  their  contractors  from  the 
Armed  Services  Technical  Information  Agency,  Arlington  Hall  Station,  Arlington 
12,  Virginia.  Non-nilltazy  activities  can  purchase  photostat  or  microfilm 
copies  of  the  iSTlA  items  through  the  Office  of  Technical  Services,  Depai^ent 
of  Commerce,  Washington  D.C.  The  OTS  can  sell  similar  copies  of  many  of  the 
other  AAF  Weather  Division  Reports  which  were  printed  and  generally  distributed. 
Many  of  the  reproduced  items  are  on  file  in  the  library  of  the  U.S.  Weather 
Bureau,  Washington,  D.C.,  as  well  as  in  libraries  of  various  university  meteoro¬ 
logy  departments  and  foreign  weather  services.
